Migrants pay high 
price for progress:

NORTH COUNTY — Pablo Martinez (a 
pseudonym) used to pick corn and beans on a ranch in 
northern Mexico for $2 a day. Today the 44-year-old 
migrant harvests crops in the fields of southern California 
for $3.35 an hour, the minimum wage. His earnings, 
usually for a 50-hour week, support his wife and four 
ch'dren who live in northern Mexico. 


Martinez said he lives near Oceanside in a hillside cave 
with a discarded piece of carpet on the floor and blankets 
for a bed. 


WHEN WORK runs out north of the border, he joins 
his family for a few months and operates a fruit stand. 


Martinez is one of thousands of Mexicans fleeing 
northward from a nation gripped by hunger and despair. 
Between 3,000 and 5,000 migrants labor in San Diego 
County’s fields during a given season, a spokesman from 
the California Employment Development Department 
said. 


The migrants pay a high price for progress. In San 
Diego and Imperial Counties their physical, emotional 
and spiritual needs cry out for help; the Church hears and 
responds. 


MANY MIGRANTS live in hovels made of 
cardboard, tree limbs or wooden planks covered with 
plastic, as revealed by periodic sweeps of the U.S. Border 
Patrol. Most are surrounded by garbage; plumbing is 
non-existent. One young unemployed migrant said. he 
and more than 50 others were living outdoors in the San 
Luis Rey River Valley last May. 


Some regularly employed workers live on the growers’ 
property in small ‘‘wooden or brick houses’? with 
plumbing facilities, Father Roger Lechner, pastor of St. 
Stephen’s Church, Valley Center, said. 


According to a parishioner of Mission San Luis Rey, 
eight Hispanic families in Oceanside take migrants into 
their homes. 


MARIA AND JUAN Lopez (pseudonyms) left their 
ranch near Quitupan, Mexico, in 1976 in pursuit of a 
higher standard of living. Today they rent a house near 
Valley Center where they live with seven of their nine 
chidren. Their six- and eight-year-old boys, born in 
North County, are American citizens. Other family 
members are undocumented.

USCC Labor Day statement 


Health care a ministry in Catholic tradition 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Cardinal John J. O’Connor 
of New York, chairman of the U.S. Catholic Conference 
Committee on Social Development and World Peace, has 
criticized for-profit health care as a threat to the poor. 


The cardinal, in the USCC’s 1985 Labor Day 
statement, noted that on the 20th anniversary of the 
establishment of Medicare and Medicaid, progress in 
providing health care to all Americans is being eroded. 


THE LABOR Day statement has been issued annually 
since the 1950s. For years the message was written by 
Msgr. George G. Higgins, longtime USCC staff official 
and labor activist whose last statement was issued in 1980 
before his retirement. Since then the statement has been 
issued in the name of a USCC official. 


‘In some states, there appears to be a clear relationship 
between the growth of investor-owned health facilities and 
reduced access to care for the poor and uninsured,” 
Cardinal O’Gonnor wrote in the 1985 statement, released 
in mid-August. 

‘The tremendous growth in investor-owned facilities 
for non-hospital emergency and surgical care is troubling. 
As such systems become the norm. ..those who cannot pay 
and have no insurance will find fewer and fewer sources of 
medical care,’ he said. 


‘“WE CANNOT tolerate public policies or institutional 
arrangements that subordinate basic human rights to 
government cost savings or investors’ profits,’’ he added. 


In a 1981 Pastoral Letter on Health Care, the U.S. 
bishops ‘‘strongly reminded us that health care is neither 
a commodity to be left to the free market nor an optional 
community service,’’ the cardinal noted. 


“*Every person has a basic right to adequate health care 
which flows from the sanctity of life and the dignity of 
human persons,’’ he said. ‘‘The bishops called on the 
federal government to be the guarantor of a basic level of 
health services for all, with special attention to the health 
needs of the poor, whose interests are usually most 
threatened.’”’ 


THE CATHOLIC tradition has viewed health care as 
a ministry, he said. Other religious groups and 
communities similarly opened hospitals dedicated to 
serving the needs of all, he said. 


“‘Now those institutions as well as Catholic facilities 
face competition from a variety of medical enterprises 
specializing only in profitable care of the affluent and 
well-insured,’”’ the cardinal said. 


Some 35 million Americans (more then one-fifth of the 
nation) lack the money and the health insurance required 
to meet their health-care needs, he wrote. 


‘“*FEWER OF the poor are now eligible for Medicaid; 
only half of those with incomes below the federal poverty 
standard can receive benefits,’’ he said. 


Moreover, he added, many public and private health- 
care facilities recently have reduced their services to the 
poor and many physicians will not accept new Medicaid 
patients. 


Workers also are not safe, he said. Health-care 
coverage is often dependent on employment and ceases if 
a worker is laid off, while low-paying jobs frequently offer 
no health insurance plans, he wrote. 


SOLUTIONS TO the health-care crisis might well 
begin before birth, he said. 


‘*‘Good pre-natal care is a sure and certain way to 
reduce infant mortality rates and improve the health of 
mothers and babies’’ and prevent abortion, he said. 
‘* Awareness that the financial cost of an abortion can be 
far lower than the cost of adequate pre-natal and post- 
natal care provides another strong temptation in favor of 
abortion,’’ he said. 


Although the Catholic bishops have ‘“‘called for some 
system of national health insurance as the best means of 
providing a just and effective system of medical care, that 
goal seems further away now than at any time in the past 
decade,’’ he added. 


CARDINAL O’CONNOR urged local communities, 
parishes and dioceses ‘‘to work with labor unions, senior 
citizens, anti-poverty groups and pro-life organizations to 
identify and meet local needs (and) document and 
publicize inadequacies in local services.”’ 


Furthermore, the case for extended Medicaid pre-natal 
health care and an end to cuts in Medicaid ‘‘must be 
made repeatedly, as programs for the poor are very 
vulnerable in (federal) budget decisions,’’ he said.

POOR TOPS — The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has urged Congress to make fair 
treatment of the poor a ‘‘top priority” in its 
tax reform plan. Several tax code overhauls 
await fall congressional action. In written 
testimony, released Aug. 21, Msgr. Daniel F. 
Hoye, USCC general secretary, told the 
House Ways and Means Committee that tax 
reform should reflect fair tax treatment of the 
poor, allow non-itemizing taxpayers to deduct 
charitable contributions and include tuition 
tax credits.

DECLARE SUPPORT — Cardinal Jean 
Jerome Hamer Aug. 23 repeated Vatican 
demands that U.S. Religious who signed a 
pro-choice abortion ad last year must declare 
their support for church teaching on the topic, 
but he also praised ‘“‘the good will’’ of the 
Religious and their superiors involved in the 
issue. The signers must “‘take steps to repair 
the scandal (caused by the ad) by indicating 
their adherence’’ to the church’s teaching on 
abortion, he said. He did not, however, use 
the word ‘‘retract’’ to describe what they must 
do. Cardinal Hamer, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes, made his comments in a statement 
issued through the U.S. bishops’ national 
offices in Washington as he concluded a three- 
week visit to the United States. 


ILL-INFORMED — Christians in 
Lebanon are suffering pain and terror as a 
result of massacres, uprooting and 


‘displacement, said the Lebanese area director 


for the Pontifical Mission for Palestine. Msgr. 
John A. Esseff said American Catholics are 
“confused and ill-informed about the suffering 
of their Christian brothers and sisters in 
Lebanon because they simply do not know the 
facts.’’ The Vatican relief agency official spoke 
recently in Los Angeles while visiting relatives. 
People are aware of the Jewish and Palestinian 
problems, he said, but there is also a Christian 
problem in Lebanon: the survival of 
Lebanon’s one million Christians, many of 
whom are Maronite Catholics, in the face of a 
drive by fanatics and terrorists to Islamicize 
Lebanon. 


STOP SUPPORT — The National 
Catholic Register in an Aug. 18 editorial called 
on the United States to break off its support for 
Phillipine President Ferdinand Marcos. 
“Unless we break with Ferdinand Marcos 
now, unless we force some kind of democratic 
resolution today, the matter will be settled for 
us tomorrow in a way nobody wants to think 
about,’’ said the Los Angeles-based weekly: 
The conservatively oriented, independent 
Catholic newspaper said that by backing 
Marcos the United States has become ‘‘totally 
identified with a corrupt regime that cannot 
endure but will not reform itself.’’

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Dominican Sister Candida Lund, Cook 
County Circuit Judge Anthony Scotillo issued 
a temporary injuction Aug. 19 ordering the 
publishers to stop producing, distributing and 
selling the card. The card shows a photo of 
Sister Lund, chancellor of Rosary College 
near Chicago, wearing nun’s garb and seated 
in a chair. Above the photo, which does not 
identify her, it reads: “‘It’s all right to kiss 
me.”’ Inside it reads: ‘‘So long as you don’t get 
into the habit.”’ 


RELEASE TRY — Syria’s goverment will 
try to help free Servite Father Lawrence Jenco 
and six other Americans held hostage in the 
Middle East, but claims no knowledge of their 
whereabouts or captors, according to an 
American congressman. Rep. George 
O’Brien, R-Ill., after a trip to Syria where he 
met with Syrian leaders, said in Washington 
Aug. 21 that Syrian President Hafez Assad has 
promised to try to get the captives released. 
However, Assad says he does not know the 
location of the hostages or the identity of the 
kidnappers, although he does have ‘‘a general 
idea,’’ O’Brien added. 


REAL JUDAS? — A Detroit priest believes 
he has Rembrandt’s ‘‘Portrait of Judas’’ and 
is trying to get the painting authenticated. 
Msgr. Edward Hickey, 91, pastor emeritus of 
St. Mary’s of Redford parish and proprieter of 
St. Mary’s Art Cloister, purchased the portrait 
at an art gallery in Ypsilanti, Mich. Some art 
dealers disagree with Msgr. Hickey and 
consider the painting to be ‘‘Portrait of an Old 
Man”’ by an unknown painter. Msgr. Hickey 
asked the Detroit Institute of Arts to conduct 
the first of a five-stage testing process to check 
the painting’s authenticity. So far the testing 
has only confirmed that painting’s materials 
“‘might’’ have been used by a 17th-century 
painter, according to’ Msgr. Hickey.

SAN DIEGO — Among the 400 who journeyed to the 
state capital for an Aug. 14-17 youth leaders conference 
were 30 young people from San Diego. — 


An annual event, Beginnings 9, is attended by youth in 
Region XI,- which includes California, Nevada, Arizona 
and Guam. This year’s theme was ‘‘We Can Make a 
Difference.”’ - 


DIOCESAN CONFERENCE participants are 
recommended by their parish youth ministry directors, 
explained Ken Stonecipher, assistant director of diocesan 
young adult ministry. 

oe Candidates were interviewed 
by diocesan youth office 
personnel to determine their 
‘‘leadership  potential,’’ 
Stonecipher said. ‘‘We’re 
looking for people who were 
involved in youth programs 
and -were able to commit 
themselves to a year in a parish 
program.”’ 


All dioceses involved in the 
conference ‘‘stressed the 
interview process,’’ he said. 
Through the screening process, 
it was hoped those chosen 
would ‘‘bring leadership back 
into the parish,”’ 


‘““BY SEEING and meeting 
with kids of their own age’’ conference organizers 
expected youth to acquire the ‘“‘skills and vision’’ needed 
to build parish youth programs, Stonecipher said. 

The four-day event, held at California State University 
at Sacramento, was divided into two parts — skills and 
spirituality, he explained.

The skills section was made up of workshops given by 
different speakers. Topics included -social action, 
evangelization, retreats, liturgy and program planning. 

SMALL GROUP sessions on spirituality made up the 
other part, he said. — 

Tim Phillip, a diocesan participant, attended the 
programming skills classes. The sessions demonstrated 
“‘different ways to better activities’? in one’s youth 
group,’’ the 17-year-old Our Lady of Grace parishioner 
said.

Juan earns about $1,200 a month milking cows on a 
San Marcos dairy farm where his oldest married son is 
also employed. In Mexico he would earn less than half 
that wage for the same work, Maria said. 


Most of Juan’s income is used for food, rent and 
utilities, she added. A petroleum heater in the living room 
is the sole source of heat for the two-bedroom house. The 
family pays according to its means for health care received 
at a nearby clinic. 


THE LOPEZES and other migrants who do not have 
one of 13 documents required to legalize their residency 
in the United States live in constant fear of deportation. 


The Valley Center family was deported to Tecate, 
Mexico, three days after returning from Guadalajara 
where Juan had worked for a time in construction. 

Maria recalled their next attempt to enter the United 
States. Mexican police raided the border town motel 
where they stayed overnight and threatened to beat her 


and her oldest son until Juan offered a bribe of 5,000 


pesos. At the border their 10-year-old boy crawled 
through a barbed wire fence which cut both his arms, 
causing profuse bleeding. 


SUCH MEMORIES make the family fearful of trips to 
Escondido where they might be picked up again by 
Border Patrol agents. : 

Over 100 alien suspects working at the Del Mar 
racetrack were apprehended there Aug. 23. 


More than 500 were picked up in two other recent 
‘blitzes,’ Edwin Pyeatt, U.S. Border Patrol public 
information officer, said. 

MARIA LOPEZ alleged that Valley center 
merchants, most of them ‘‘Anglos,’’ take advantage of 
the aliens’ plight by overcharging them for items they 
purchase. Three ‘‘Anglo’’ owners of Valley center 
businesses contacted by, Southern Cross said they have 
never heard of such practices. 


California migrants are also deprived educationally, 
Alicia Huey, CCD instructor at St. Stephen’s Church, 
said. Because.most parents do not speak English and have 
only an elementary school education, their chidren are 
‘tabout a year behind other students.”’ 


Some attend three different schools a year, she added. 
This fosters ‘‘low self-esteem’’ and prompts them to 
mingle chiefly with other Spanish-speaking youth. 


Next week: the Church’s ministry to migrants. 


The workshop showed Phillip how ‘‘to get more youth 
involved’’ in parish groups by “‘making activities better.”’ 
The University High School senior hopes to work with 
OLG’s youth director, Bob Mueller, and use what he 
learned at the conference to enhance his parish’s youth 
group. , 

MARGIE MORALES, a member of St. Michael’s 
parish in Paradise Hills, also took part in programming 
workshops. 

The sessions explained ‘‘how to start a youth 
group...get a core team,”’ the 16-year-old said. Activity 
planning and fund-raising were also discussed. 


In the spirituality workshops, Morales’ group talked 
about ‘‘how hard it is to be a Christian and a teen-ager at 
the same time.’’ The youths discussed how to be ‘‘united 
with God’’ and ‘‘how to work with family and friends,”’ 
she said. .

BEFORE SHE went to the conference, Morales 
“‘never believed’’ she ‘‘could make a difference. I wasn’t 
sure what kind of difference to make.’’ 


Now Morales hopes ‘‘to get other youth involved’’ in 
St. Michael’s youth group. She wants the group to “‘not 
make a difference just in the parish but in the 
community.’’ 


Many elderly people live in her parish, she said. She 
would like to see youth help those who are alone and look 


_ their faith. ‘‘It was neat sharing

after other community necessities. 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE participant, Mary 
Pathman, attended the evangelization workshops. The 
session’s speaker ‘‘tried to show how in a practical way we 
can bring God into our lives and help others.”’ 


‘‘Being young Christians’’ was discussed by Pathman’s 
spirituality group. The youth talked about ‘‘how Christ 
would react if He were a teen today and how to deal with 
people in the world today,’’ the Our Lady of Peace senior 
said. 


Having the opportunity ‘‘to talk to others’ her own 
age as well as sharing her own opinions and listening to 
those of others was one 
memorable aspect of the 
conference for Pathman. 


WHILE TRAVELING to 
and from the conference in 
vans, Pathman said the young 
people had the chance to share 


with others who felt as I did.’’ 


Pathman senses a difference 
in herself since she returned 
from Sacramento. Her faith is 
stronger, she said. 


The experience showed 
Pathman how to bring her 
‘‘faith in a practical way to the 
parish.’? The evangelization 
sessions taught her ‘“‘how to 
show people where God is,’’ she said. 


PATHMAN, PHILLIP, Morales and other diocesan 
conference participants plan to take part in a diocesan 
youth day slated for October. Some will lead small group 
sessions at the event.

SAN DIEGO — The Junipero Serra stamp was issued 
Aug. 22 by Postmaster General Paul Carlin during. a 
National Association of Stamp Dealers convention here. 
The stamp’s design was unveiled at Serra International’s 
50th anniversary convention at New York City in July. 
Serra International, a Catholic laymen’s organization 
which promotes vocations, will now have “‘its own”’ 
airmail stamp — a 44-cent stamp bearing the association’s 
patron and namesake, Venerable Junipero Serra, said 
John Gennaro, the club’s president. ‘‘With Serra clubs in 
30 countries outside the United States, we are mailing 
information overseas every day from our international 
office in Chicago. This is a unique opportunity to use a 
very personal stamp,’’ he added. Junipero Serra was a 
key figure in California and West Coast history. The 18th 
century Franciscan friar is best known for founding nine 
of Califonia’s 21 missions. These centers, where Native 
Americans became indoctrinated into Spanish/European 
culture and Catholicism, were crucial to the settlement of 
the area. Later the missions attracted settlers and became 
the population centers of the West Coast.

A rare day in June 


“O, my Luve is like a red, red Rose/That’s newly sprung in 
June.’’ Robert Burns expressed it best, before even simplicity 
itself became a cliché. But June still remains the month for brides 
and graduations, in its way the onrushing year’s equivalent of a 
brief pause in celebration of new beginnings and of youth’s 
energies and earnests. 


But the rest of us old fogies, with so many Junes behind us, 
have some answering to do if we do not want our young to make 
Burns’ ‘‘Auld Lang Syne’’ their theme rather than his poem of 
love. Gov. Richard Lamm of Colorado states bluntly: ‘“The 
generation currently running America is made up of prodigal 
parents. Contrary to the Biblical story, we have enriched 
ourselves at the expense of our children. We have mortgaged 
their future to pay for our excesses. We inherited a rich country 
from our parents and we have bequeathed an encumbered 
country to our children.”’ 


Governor Lamm’s strong remarks appeared last week as an 
Op Ed column in The Christian Science Monitor and were 
succeeded on the following day by an equally strong column by 
Gov. Charles S. Robb of Virginia. Both these governors, 
although more than a half a country apart, offer up distasteful 
food for thought, in sharp contrast to the illusory ‘‘feel good’’ 
and self-congratulatory euphoria trumped up by our national 
Government and abetted by the media. 


Governor Lamm reminds us that we have an accumulated 
deficit of $1.8 trillion and that for each dollar we borrow at 
today’s 10 percent interest rate, our children will pay $17 in 
compound interest and principal at the end of 30 years. From 
future income our children will have to pay ‘‘a mass of unfunded 
liabilities’? — $5.1 trillion in Social Security and $1 trillion in 
military benefits and civil service pensions. 


The disparity between young and old is widening quickly. 
Anyone who retired in 1982 on Social Security received — on 
average — 3.5 times his investments in the program; but a 
30-year-old will receive as little as 73 percent of his contributions. 
The Congressional Research Service reports that more than 
700,000 Social Security recipients have incomes of more than 
$50,000 a year — the median in this group is $63,000 gross 
without counting their social security payments! As the Governor 
observes, ‘“‘We are taxing today’s working poor to transfer 
money to people who simply do not need it.’’ Moreover, in 1970, 
24 percent of our elderly and 16 percent of our young lived in 
poverty, but by 1982 these figures were reversed: Only 15 
percent of the elderly were poor, but 23 percent of the young 
were in poverty. Clearly, the young need a Claude Pepper of 
their own. 


Unlike his fellow governor, Governor Robb addresses himself 
to a more frightening deficit than that of money. He informs us 
that 28 percent of America’s 17- and 18-year-olds do not 
graduate from high school. Hispanics have the highest dropout 
rate: in New York the rate is 80 percent; Chicago, 70 percent; 
Los Angeles, 50 percent; nationwide, almost 50 percent. Thirty- 
two percent of blacks aged 16 to 24 years either are not in school 
or are not employed. Between 1970 and 1983 the U.S. economy 
created 22 million new jobs; only 19 percent of the jobs went to 
youths between 16 and 24 and only one-tenth of one percent went 
to male black youths. Since November 1982, 7.1 million new 
jobs have been created, but teen-agers (18 percent of the 
unemployed) have suffered a net loss of 34,000 jobs. This stew of 
so many unemployed youth is simmering and does not bode well 
for America’s future political and economic stability. 


“‘What is so rare as a day in June?’’ asked James Russell 
Lowell. In this context, one might submit other suggestions like: 
foresight, wisdom, austerity, sacrifice, compassion.

“How to disagree” 


columnist: ‘“My spouse and I have been married for twenty-five 
years and we have never had a disagreement.’’ The columnist’s 
response was “‘If indeed this is true, then one of you is spineless 
or one of you has been dead for twenty-five years!’’ 


Disagreements are a normal, natural result of human 
relationships. No two people are ever going to mutually agree on 
everything. Jesus disagreed with His apostles and the apostles 
certainly disagreed with each other. Disagreements by 
themselves are not harmful. They become destructive because we 
have learned wrong rules for disagreeing and tend to use them 
whenever the occasion arises. What are these wrong rules? 


1. The loudest is right. 


2. Bring in all the other points of disagreement which have 
occurred in the past. 


3. Go in for the kill as soon as possible. 


4. Use all the dirty words you know. Even create some new 
ones. 


Since these are the wrong rules, what are the right ones? 


1. Keep the volume down. Differences of opinion occur in the 
realm of knowledge or thinking; they do not impare the physical 
capacity to hear. 


2. Stick to the point. Other disagreements, resolved or not, 
are past history and usually have no place or bearing in the 
present situation. i . 


3. The purpose of a disagreement is to convince — not kill — 
the other person. The old adage ‘‘You may win the battle but 
lose the war’’ is as true of human relationships as it is of armed 
conflict. 


4. If you need to use name calling, stick to given names (e.g., 
“Bob,” ‘“Mary’’). In courtship or marriage, use ‘‘sweetheart,”’ 
“‘dear,’’ etc., — preferably not uttered through clenched teeth! 

5. If all else is failing, try holding hands. It’s virtually 
impossible for a disagreement to become an argument when 
you’re close together.

Are the divorced excommunicated? 
Q. Just what is the Catholic Church doing for divorced and 


separated Catholics? Are still 


excommunicated?

A. Let me answer the easiest part of your question first. 
Divorced Catholics are not excommunicated. Being divorced 
does not at all change one’s status in the Church. A divorced 
person may receive the sacraments and participate fully in the life 
of the Church. 


If a divorced person remarries, however, there may be some 
problems. If one’s previous spouse is still alive and there has been 
no ecclesiastical annulment, a second marriage is considered 
invalid. People in these invalid or ‘‘irregular’’ marriages may 
not receive the sacraments until they regularize their status in the 


Church. 


Divorced and remarried people, however, are still very much a 
part of the Church. Pope John Paul II, in his apostolic 
exhortation Familiaris Consortio, recommends that divorced and 
remarried people take advantage of the spiritual help available to 
them. The pope describes this spiritual help as listening to the 
Word of God and attending Mass. He also includes persevering 
in prayer, contributing to works of charity and community 
efforts in favor of justice, bringing up any children in the 
Christian faith, cultivating the spirit and practice of penance and 
imploring God’s grace. The pope also strongly recommends that 
other members of the Christian community encourage the 
divorced and remarried in such a way so that the Church ‘‘show 
herself a merciful mother and thus sustain them in faith and 
hope.”’ 

The Australian. Bishop’s Conference ‘recently issued a 
statement on this issue. The bishops said: ‘‘We want our people 
to understand...that the separated and divorced have a sure sense 
of belonging and feel encouraged to participate in the... life of the 
Catholic community. Increased tolerance of the facts of divorce 
does not lessen its pain for those involved. It is therefore 
particularly opportune and important that our Church 
community .affirm its commitment to those made more 
vulnerable by the trauma of marriage breakdown.”’

It dawned on me some time ago that, as with most of 
His other gifts, God had given this freedom for something 
quite different from what I had thought.

HE IS ALSO very insistent. Once a person has . 


genuinely offered his or her life to Him and asked to be 
used as an instrument for channeling His peace and love, 
there is a challenging time ahead. We may forget the 
fervor of the moment of self-donation, but He never does. 
We may wish we had not been quite so precipitate and 
kept something in reserve, but He will always take us at 
our word. 


It could be maddening if it were not for the humor of it. 
There is an element of drollness about God’s way with us 
that is disarming. When the calls come fast on each 
other’s heels, we may complain, ‘‘All right, all right, but 


you could give me time to catch my breath,’’ but we can 
hardly grumble that He has so enthusiastically accepted 
our offering! He, at least, is very faithful to His 
covenants. And it is good to feel that He trusts us to do 
this work for Him. 


For people who are much more committed than we — 
people whose lives are truly a reflection of Him, like, of 
course, Mother Teresa and so on — there seems to be no 
let-up in the work they are called to. There is a kind of 
urgency about them that drives out the kind of selfish 
enjoyments I had envisioned for myself and leaves them 
always wholly open to God’s gentle direction. And there 
seems to be the constant awareness of Jesus present in 
different forms. 


MOTHER TERESA often speaks of Jesus ‘“‘in 
disguise’’ referring to those she and her order help. St. 
Augustine remarked that when he was rich he feared 
losing wealth, lovers and friends, but since conversion, 
feared ‘‘only Jesus passing by.’’ And Franciscan Father 
Benedict Groeschel, in his talks on understanding 
spiritual development, warns, ‘‘Don’t let Jesus pass you’ 
by — he comes in many guises.”’ 


Those of us who, though cowardly at heart, once had 
courage enough to pledge ourselves to God’s use, need 
not worry about that too much. He is not likely to allow us 
to forget or to ignore the needing presence of Jesus in 
disguise. And He can make it very difficult for us to refuse 
His challenge — thank goodness! 


A teacher who made a difference 


I listened to a poet address a large group on how he 
happened to become a poet. He explained that he went to 
college on a basketball scholarship and in one of life’s 
ironies found himself in a poetry class which had such a 
profound impact on him, he gave up basketball and lost 
his scholarship, much to his parents’ dismay.

Ins and Outs

A question debated these days is, “Which way do you 
think the Synod will go?’’ It refers to the extraordinary 
synod in November 1985, to assess the implementation of 
Vatican II. Bishop Malone, at the summer meeting of the 
bishops, gave a positive statement. He believed Vatican 
II had achieved many good things. He thought it was still 
too early to judge the long-range effects, but certainly its 
spirit deserved more support and a willingness on the part 
of all to let the renewal continue. Others, less vocal but 
definitely around, say there have to be changes, some 
things will have to be revised. 


The question asked of this writer on a TV interview 
was a stock one: ‘‘How have the changes affected the 
Church in the past 20 years?’’ An immediate and logical 
response seemed to be: but what about the changes in the 
society, in our world, in our culture? These, too, have 
gone on, and in tandem with church changes. You ask the 
questions: ‘‘What if the Church had not opened its doors? 
What if there had not been a willingness to confront 
modern times? What then?’’ But those questions are so 
‘“iffy’’ and difficult to contemplate that perhaps we ought 
to look at just one facet of it. 

BEFORE 1950, we were living in what Frank Sheed 
used to call ‘‘the fortress Church.’’ It was an enclave; it 
had built up walls to keep out alien and threatening 
influences. So if today we speak of the fact that the 
“‘secular’’ world has invaded the ‘‘sacred,”’ that’s what 


and. ridicule because she thought literature was

But, oh, how she spoke to me. She was the first to 
reveal to me deeper meanings of life through literature. 
And she was demanding. She read every paper 
thoroughly and wrote comments which must have taken 
as much time as the paper itself took to write. 


I WISH I could meet her again and tell her the impact 
she had on me. Later, as a recovered adolescent, I, too 
became a teacher of literature and I never forgot that out 
there in the desks sat students who were trying to find 
meaning in their lives or that good writing rests on 
touching people’s experiences. 


In a day when teachers are reviled for what they don’t 
accomplish and blamed for illiteracy, it’s popular to 
believe such teachers no longer exist. But they do and I 
suggest we become counter-culture and let those teachers 
who made a difference know that. 


Education is not affirmed today. Conversely, it is 
blamed for everything from drugs to promiscuity. Yet, 
those good teachers go on meeting our children day after 


We Catholics have been pulled out of our fortress and 
thrust into a society that was making demands on us and 
others more and more. 


Prior to that time, we could keep our customs, 
traditions and habits intact. As one looks back, it was 
lovely to have your day surrounded by all of those things 
which ‘spoke of God and which invited you to keep a 
sacred clock of the day. Where it was possible, Catholics 
would go to daily Mass, particularly in Lent and Advent. 
There was the ritual, if you lived within the sound of the 
church bells, of the Angelus at noon and evening. Grace 
at meals was said by the family before they ate and the 
meals themselves were ‘‘Catholic.’’ Every Friday you ate 
special foods (which now are delicacies), such as fish, 
pancakes, macaroni and cheese — foods which today 
speak not of Catholic tradition upbringing but more of 
diet, of a search for health and a desire to flee cholesterol. 


The Sunday High Mass was something special, 
attended by some, while others went to the ‘children’s 
Mass.’ For corporate Communion, the Sundays of the 
months were reminders. One Sunday was the Christian 
Mothers, or Altar-Rosary Communion Sunday. Then 
came Holy Name Sunday, which prompted groans from 
many priests because of the large number of confessions 
the day before. There was a Communion Sunday for the 
sodality or the youth organizations. Possibly there was a 


day, determined to open up new worlds for them in spite 
of a society that has buried education as a tried-and-lost 
cause. 


THOSE OF us who find ourselves in the critics corner 
don’t always realize how discouraging this is to teachers 
who care and try. I talked long with a nun who has taught 
first grade for 28 years. The love she has in her face when 
she talks of her children is extraordinary. 


I asked her how many of her former students have 
thanked her for being who she is, for perservering without 
appreciation, for giving them fundamentals and love. She 
replied, ‘‘About 10 or 12.”

I suspect just one letter or call from a former student 
would lift such a teacher to renewed dedication and 
heights as the school year starts and she meets new faces.

IN MANY PLACES people walked to church. (Not 
everybody yet was into the two and three-car-per-family 
bit.) The Catholic school was there and it acted as another 
buttress against the cruel world. There, the saints’ days 
were your calendar. In many parishes, the school day 
began with the children’s Mass, before they were trooped 
off to begin the day of classes. Always the nuns were 
present with their strange dress and headgear. They were 
something different — quite human and yet alien — who 
explained away some of the intrusions of the world as they 
impinged on the class or the consciousness of the child. 
There was radio, which didn’t have the all-pervasiveness 
that TV does. While it gave news, it was not doing so 
every five minutes with the gloom and forebodings of 
today’s media. There were some parish meetings during 
the week, projects that were to be done, either in school or 
as part of the parish societies. 


It was a safe world, a world in which the harsh facts of 
life were sometimes just hidden away. But after World 
War II, the Catholic enclave was no longer protected. We 


- had to open up. Whether it was good, whether it was bad, 


it happened. The question that seems to be paramount, 
that has to be asked time and again is: ‘Could we have 
held on to that old-fashioned Catholic world?’’ Probably 
not.

Court reopens S lapectigation 
of Archbishop Romero’s death 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) 

A Salvadoran court has ordered the 
reopening of the investigation into the 
death of Archbishop Oscar Romero of 
San Salvador, killed more than five years 
ago. 

A spokesman for Attorney General 
Santiago Mendoza Aguilar’s office said 
his request for the new investigation was 
granted Aug. 20. 


THE CASE had been discarded in 
December after court authorities decided 
there was insufficient evidence to tell who 
was behind the killing. 


Archbishop Romero was killed March 
24, 1980, as he celebrated Mass. After 
becoming archbishop of San Salvador in 
1977, he had been a strong critic of the 
government’s human rights record, and 
some government supporters considered 
him a guerrilla sympathizer. : 

Earlier this year, a report by the New 
York-based Lawyers Committee for 
International Human Rights concluded 
that official and private efforts to 


investigate the archbishop’s murder had — 


failed. 


THE REPORT said a judge 
investigating the case was driven from the 
country by death threats, a special 
investigating commission had been 
saddled with restraints, and the United 
States was unlikely to pass’ along any 
information it has to Salvadoran 
authorities. 


The report said although Salvadoran 
President Jose Napolean Duarte had 
assigned the case to a special investigating 
commission, the commission had no 
authority to release or take action on its 
findings. 


The commission had to give its 
information and. recommendations to 
Duarte or then-Attorney General Jose 
Francisco Guerrero, who was connected 
with the country’s ultra-conservative 
ARENA Party. The head of the ARENA 
Party, Roberto d’Aubuisson, has been 
linked to the AUS ie killing. 
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Pope’s 12-day journey to Africa » » 
bolsters church, builds bridges

Pope John Paul II’s journey to Africa 
Aug. 8-19 was two trips in a sense: one to 
bolster the growing Catholic Church in 
sub-Saharan Africa, the other to build 


- bridges to Islam. 


For the first 11 days, the pope focused 
on telling African Catholics to make the 
church their own, but in concert with 
church teaching. 


HE ALSO told local Catholics that the 
church in Africa has begun a ‘‘new 
evangelization’? which would deepen the 
faith on the continent. 


The pope’s major encounter with Islam 
lasted only a few hours on the last day, 
but it involved a first-ever address by the 
pope to thousands of Moslem youths on 
their own ground. 


Speaking Aug. 19 in a stadium at 
Casablanca, Morocco, Pope John Paul 
said Christian-Moslem dialogue ‘‘is today 
more necessary than ever. It follows from 
our fidelity to God and supposes that we 
know how to know God through faith and 
to witness to him through word and action 
in a world that is always more secularized 
and sometimes even atheist.’’ 


THE POPE was the first in history to 
be invited to a Moslem country by its 
religious leader. 


Morocco’s King Hassan II, who 
invited the pope, is civil and religious 
leader of the country. He claims to be the 
36th descendant of Mohammed, founder 


of Islam, and is a major leader in the © 


majority Sunni branch of the faith. 


The king is also head of the Moslem 
League’s committee on Jerusalem. He 
and the pope talked about the status of 
Jerusalem during the visit, according to 
Vatican officials, but no details of their 
discussion were released. 


ABOARD THE papal airplane bound 
for Morocco, the pope said the Holy See 
shared the view of Moslems ‘‘that 
Jerusalem should have a special status as 
a central point, the capital of three 
monotheistic religions, and that (it) 
should not only (be) the capital of Israel 
but should be the religious capital of three 
monotheistic religions.’’ 


But, he added, ‘‘how that should be 
realized is another question.”’ 


Pope John Paul’s message for 
Morocco’s tiny, all-foreign Catholic 
community was to work with and 
understand their Moslem neighbors. 


THE CHURCH in Morocco ministers 
to foreign Catholics working or traveling 
there, but little else. It does not seek

converts, because proselytizing by non- 
Moslems is a punishable offense. 


The pope made no attempt to 
evangelize in his speech to Moroccans at 
the stadium. He said that ‘‘the church 
affirms that all men, especially men of 
living faith, ought to respect each other, 
get over all discrimination, live together 
and serve universal brotherhood.’’ 


He tried, however, to explain Christian 
belief in a description of the Christian 
view of Christ. 


“YOU KNOW that for Christians, 
Jesus provides an intimate knowledge of 
the mystery of God and provides filial 
communion of his gifts, if they 
acknowledge him and proclaim him Lord 
and Savior,’’ the pope said. 


Moslems regard Jesus as a prophet of 
God and a great teacher, but give him no 
divine character. They regard 
Mohammed, a seventh-century native of 
what is now Saudi Arabia, as the last and 
greatest prophet of God. 


The pope’s approach to Moslems was 
not limited to Morocco. Earlier on his trip 
he met regularly with Moslem leaders at 
stops in sub-Saharan Africa, stressing 
common points of faith between Islam 
and Christianity, such as the belief in one 
God. He also stressed the notion of 
cooperation for the common good. 


BUT TOPPING his agenda in the six 
black African nations he visited was the 
future of the Catholic Church. 


“‘Make church with Peter,’’ he told 
African Catholics soon after arriving on 
the continent. He repeated that call for 
maintaining strong links between Rome 
and Africa in several ways during the 
trip. 

The pope also saw his work in Africa as 
missionary. He linked his trip to the 18th- 
century missionaries, saying he was 
following in their footsteps, although 
under easier and friendlier conditions. 


AT THE same time, he told the 
African bishops that it is their job to carry 
out a ‘‘new evangelization’’ of African 
Catholicism, deepening and spreading it. 


Staying within the Roman fold while 
not becoming a copy of the American or 
European churches is a tough issue which 
the pope noted in comments to Catholic 
intellectuals in Yaounde, Cameroon. 


He called Africanization of the church 
“‘a difficult question’? and urged the 
intellectuals to seek a ‘‘fully Christian and 
fully African faith’? and to make the 
search “‘in union with your bishops.”’ 
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USCC won’t back rights bill 
without anti-abortion rider

WASHINGTON (NC) — Msgr. 
Daniel F. Hoye, general secretary of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, reiterated to 
the nation’s bishops Aug. 
USCC will not back a controversial civil 
rights bill unless it contains anti-abortion 
provisions. 

“‘Only the right to life is a legitimate 
civil right,’’ he said. 


IN A memo to the bishops, Msgr. 
Hoye reasserted the 
commitment to civil rights. 


Through testimony and other 
statements, the USCC previously has said 
it backs the principles of the proposed bill 
— the Civil Rights Restoration Act, 
H.R. 700 (informally, the ‘““Grove City 
bill’”) but believes that the legislation 
must contain safeguards so it is not used 
to promote abortion. 


The Hoye memo noted that the bishops 
are blamed as a ‘‘stumbling block’’ to the 
bill’s success and have been under 
pressure from the Congressional Black 
Caucus, whose members seek to expedite 
passage of the measure. 


THE BILL would override a Supreme 
Court ruling which held that if a 
university or other higher educational 
institution is found guilty of 
discrimination in a given program, only 
federal funds to that program — not the 
entire university — can be cut off. The 
ruling involved Grile City College. 


The Restoration Act would extend the 


civil rights provisions to the entire 
university. 
The 1972 anti-discrimination law

Mickey Leland, D-Texas, a Catholic, and 
Rep. Augustus Hawkins, D-Calif., 
chairman of the Education and Labor 
Committee, and will hold further 
meetings with congressional leaders if 
necessary. Hawkins’ committee passed 
the version of the bill acceptable to the 
USCC. 


ACCORDING TO the National Right 
to Life Committee, unless the bill is 
amended, ‘‘many public and_ private 
hospitals which now refuse to do 
abortions could be forced to become 
abortion mills; under H.R. 700 failure to 
provide ‘abortion services’ would be 
deemed= to be: <illegal~ ‘sex 
discrimination.’ ”’ 


In the past, the USCC has stated that 
“‘the right to life is the fundamental civil 
right and it applies to the unborn as well 
as to the rest of us.”’ 


The assertion “‘only the right to life is a 
legitimate civil right’’ appears to be a new 
phrasing of the USCC argument. 


‘“‘IT DOESN’T mean to be

Sanctity is obviously a necessary 
requirement before anyone can ever be 
proposed for sainthood. In the case of 
Fray Junfpero Serra, one is impressed by 
the almost universal testimony of those 
who knew and worked alongside the friar. 


The notion of Serra’s sanctity is not a 
modern one. Shortly after his death, for 
example, his superior at San Fernando 
College in Mexico City wrote to the 
Franciscan provincial of Mallorca: 


“WE HAVE just received the sad 
of the death of our beloved 
countryman, Father Junfpero Serra. He 
died a saint’s death and under such 
extraordinary circumstances that all those 
present were highly edified. They all hold 
the firm conviction that his soul went 
joyfully to meet its account and that it was 
carried across Purgatory without any 
scorching of its flames, straight to 
heaven.” 


He went on to observe that ‘‘all say he 
was a saint, and that his actions have 
always been those of an apostle. This is 
the opinion held by all, since he arrived in

Father Joachim Adam, Vicar General for 
the Diocese of Monterey-Los Angeles 
concluded the homily with the hope that 
Serra would soon be canonized and 
placed on the Church’s calendar as St. 
Junipero.

NEW YORK (NC) —The Archdiocese of New York 
announced Aug. 20 that it would embark on a 


- “comprehensive plan for the study and care of AIDS 


patients,’ with assistance to be provided by sisters of 
Mother Teresa’s order, the Missionaries of Charity. 


A vacant convent will be used, the announcement said, 
for housing some AIDS patients who do not require 
hospital care. ‘‘Mother Teresa and the Missionary Sisters 
have volunteered to care for the patients of the shelter, 
with medical backup provided by the New York Medical 
College and St. Clare’s Hospital,’’ the archdiocese said.

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FOR STUDY of AIDS (Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome), a disease most often found among male 
homosexuals, the archdiocese is joining with New York 
Medical College to establish a center, the announcement 
said. The center will be located at the Medical College in 
Valhalla, a town in Westchester County, just above New 
York City. 


Gary Wormer, chief of medicine (infectious diseases) at 
the college, will direct the center, the announcement said. 
The college and its 35 affiliate hospitals, the 
announcement said, treat at least a third of the acute 
AIDS patients on a given day. 


St. Clare’s is an archdiocesan hospital in Manhattan. 
As part of the plan, the archdiocese will establish a special 
unit at the hospital to treat AIDS patients. The hospital 
will also establish an AIDS clinic and offer home care for 
follow-up work with AIDS patients, the archdiocese said. 
Already, it said, archdiocesan hospitals treat 10-20 
percent of all AIDS patients in New York City. 


THE ARCHDIOCESE also said it was investigating 
the situation of children with AIDS and would establish a 
special program for them if it found-one was needed. 


News that the archdiocese was planning an AIDS 
program first came from Cardinal John J. O’Connor of 
New York. Speaking with a reporter Aug. 17 in Wilton, 
Conn., where he was attending a benefit auction, he said 
the archdiocese was ‘‘very seriously considering’’ opening 
a shelter to care for AIDS patients. 


His comments were widely reported and aroused 
considerable interest. The cardinal and other 
archdiocesan staff, together with Medical College and St. 
Clare’s officials, then held meetings Aug. 19 and 20 to 
develop details of the announcement. 


CARDINAL O’CONNOR’S announcement of plans 
for the care of AIDS patients held special interest for New 
Yorkers because he has been at odds with much of the 
homosexual community, particularly over the issue of 
employing practicing homosexuals in archdiocesan

Bishop Swanstrom dies 


NEW YORK — Bishop Edward E. Swanstrom, 
auxiliary bishop of New York and former executive 
director of Catholic Relief Services, died Aug. 10 at 
Lenox Hill Hospital here. 

Bishop Swanstrom served as executive director of 
Catholic Reliefs Services from 1947 to 1976. Under his 
leadership, CRS, the overseas relief and development 
agency of the American Catholic community, became one 
of the largest of its kind in the world. He served as a 
consultant to CRS until his death. 


BORN IN New York City in 1903, Bishop Swanstrom 
graduated from Fordham University in 1924 and was 
ordained to the priesthood in 1928. 


He was appointed auxiliary to Francis Cardinal 
Spellman in New York in September 1960. 
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Reaching youth is 
top hispanic priority

WASHINGTON (NC) — Reaching Hispanic young 
people must be a No. 1 priority for Hispanic Catholics, 
delegates at the Third National Hispanic Pastoral 
Encuentro emphasized. 


The conference was the first encuentro at which each 
participating diocesan delegation included at least one 
young person. 


THE THIRD National Pastoral Hispanic Encuentro 
was a nationwide process of consultation involving more 
than 1,200 delegates representing 25,000 Hispanics from 
133 dioceses. The national meeting was held at The 
Catholic University of America Aug. 15-18. 


While the number of Hispanic young people continues 
to rise, the majority are estranged from the church, 
according to the third encuentro’s ‘‘working document,”’ 
written from information . gathered in small-group 
meetings throughout the country. 


Over one-half of the Hispanic population is younger 
than 25, the document said. 


AT THE ENCUENTRO national meeting, delegates 
pledged to minister to youth by: 


e Creating a national office for Hispanic Youth 
Pastoral ministry. 


¢ Implementing a pastoral plan for youth ministry for 
use at the parish, diocesan, regional and national levels. 


© Striving to change the educational systems so that 
Hispanic youth receive education that takes into account 
their culture in order to be integrated into U.S. society. 


e Creating leadership training programs for youth. 
¢ Seeking funds for scholarships and youth programs. 


e Encouraging young people to fight injustices by 
setting an example of ‘‘practical Christianity.”’ 


The youth delegates also committed themselves to act 
as missionaries to other young people and to value the 
importance of bilingual and bicultural guidance from 
adults. 


The delegates made commitments in the areas of 
evangelization, integral education, social justice, youth 
and leadership that were chosen prior to the national 
meeting through an evaluation of the concerns expressed 
by small-group participants nationwide. 


THE DELEGATES pledged to create ‘‘small ecclesial 
communities’’ to develop awareness among Hispanics 
and to attract those alienated from the church. They 
suggested creating pastoral centers for leadership 
formation, building the power of Hispanic apostolate 
offices, and analyzing mass communications that are 
‘controlled for materialistic purposes and without a 
Christian value system.”’ 


Regarding integral education, delegates said they wish 
to promote education that- includes spiritual, socio- 
economic, political and multicultural formation, raise the 
consciousness of their pastoral leaders, become involved 
in mass media in order to inform and educate, and 
involve themselves in Catholic and public educational 
systems by joining parent-teacher associations and 
participating on school boards. 


The delegates pledged to denounce social injustices and 
fight for human rights, including the rights of migrants 
and undocumented aliens. They agreed to support the 
statements of the U.S. bishops on immigration policy and 
denounce, through the media, all violence and injustice 
aimed at the family, youth, undocumented §aliens,- 
migrants, refugees, farmworkers, factory employees and 
prisoners. 


THE DELEGATES committed themselves to form a 
social justice plan of action to increase their awareness of 
injustices suffered by Hispanics, to provide for legal 
defense, to promote literacy training, and to provide 
political know-how and medical assistance. They 
advocated ‘‘renewal of the traditional parish in order that 
it be open and effectively multicultural.’’ 


Regarding leadership, the delegates promised to foster 
leaders who ‘‘come from the people, know the people, 
and live with the people’ They took as their responsibility 
the promotion of vocations to the priesthood, permanent 
diaconate, religious life and lay ministry to the Hispanic 
people. They said they plan to raise the consciousness of 
civic leaders through popular organizations in order to 
encourage leadership within the Hispanic commuity. 


In addition to their commitment statements, the 
delegates voted to support a series of nine ‘‘prophetic 
pastoral lines.’’ They said Hispanics choose the family 
“in all its expressions’’ as the core of pastoral ministry, 
make a “‘preferential option’’ for the poor and the young, 
want a pastoral plan that responds to the daily concerns of 
the Hispanic people, wish to act as an evangelizing 
church, promote leadership, support integral education 
that sis sensitive to cultural identity; promote and 
exemplify justice and value women, ‘‘recognizing their 
equality, dignity and role in the family, church. and 
society.’’ 


Education secretary says 
offer Title I, obey court 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Public school systems must 
offer, programs to assist disadvantaged children in 
parochial schools, even though the Supreme Court ruled 
such courses cannot be taught in the parochial school 
classrooms, according to U.S. Education Secretary 
William J. Bennett. 


Bennett, in a letter to public education officials around 
the country, added. that the federal Department of 
Education would continue to enforce the requirement — 
not negated by the court — that the remedial program be 
offered to public and parochial school students. 


THE PROBLEM facing public and parochial school 
administrators is finding a way to offer the classes outside 
parochial school classrooms, so as not to violate the 
court’s ruling. 


Bennett suggested the parochial school pupils might be 
bused to public schools for the classes. 


On July 1, the Supreme Court struck down provisions 
of the New York City Chapter (Title) I program allowing 
public school teachers to conduct remedial classes in 
religious schools. The court also scrapped a program from 
Grand Rapids, Mich., which similarly allowed a sharing 
of teachers between public and parochial schools for 
special courses. According to the court, the classes should 
not have been conducted in religious schools. 


ALTHOUGH THE Supreme Court’s ruling 
immediately affected only the New York: and Grand 
Rapids programs, its ramifications are expected to be 
more widespread as similar Title I programs are 
challenged in other cities.

WASHINGTON (NC) — As Nicaragua waged bloody 
civil war, another battle — over U.S. public opinion and 
Central America policy — persisted in Washington. 

Before it left town in August, Congress reversed an 
earlier decision and authorized $27 million in 
humanitarian aid to the ‘‘contras,’’ rebels fighting the 
Marxist-influenced Sandinista government of Nicaragua. 

ONE FACTOR in the congressional change of heart 
was lingering irritation over the visit of Nicaraguan 
President Daniel Ortega to Moscow right after Congress 
refused to fund the contras this spring. 

But if Ortega’s eagerness to visit Soviet communists 
proved troublesome, the contras demonstrated they could

raise doubts about their conduct as well. 


In early August, the rebels were accused of capturing 
and holding for a day 29 American peace activists, 
including a priest and three nuns, members of a Witness 
for Peace mission, a group that sends Americans to 
Nicaragua to view conditions there firsthand. 


WITNESS FOR Peace describes itself as ‘‘politically 
independent’? and denies it is pro-Sandinista. In a 
statement, it said it ‘‘condemns our country’s funding of 
the contras, who are responsible for torturé, rape, kidnap, 
murder, and other acts of terrorism against the civilian 
population of Nicaragua.”’

Identifying its abductors as members of the 
Revolutionary Democratic Alliance, or ARDE, Witness 
for Peace said the rebels boasted of U.S. support. 


President Reagan backs aid to the contras and has a 
National Security Council official whose job it is to advise 
them on military strategy and on eliciting U.S. public 
support. To the president, the contras are the “‘moral 
equivalent of the Founding Fathers’? and ‘‘freedom 
fighters’’ comparable to the World War II anti-Nazi 
underground. 


EARLIER THIS year, reports accusing both the 
contras and the Sandinistas of brutal atrocities against 
civilians further confused the issue of where morality 
might lie in the Nicaraguan civil war. 


The U.S. bishops, several of whom have visited 
Nicaragua in the last year, rule out use of military means, 
including U.S. military support, to end the Nicaraguan 
dispute. 


‘Direct military aid to any force attempting to 
overthrow a government with which we are not at war 
and with which we maintain diplomatic relations 1s illegal 
and in our judgment immoral and therefore cannot merit 
our support,’’ the U.S. Catholic Conference stated in 
congressional testimony in April. 


DETAILS OF the goods to be allotted under 
humanitarian aid — if Congress does not change its mind 
yet again when it reconvenes in. September — are 
unclear. Z 


Backers in the House of Representatives have 
suggested medical supplies, food and other basic 
necessities might be provided. 


Critics, who include Network, the Religious-led social 
justice lobby, have complained that humanitarian aid 
might include military uniforms, tents, trucks, 
construction equipment for road-building and other items 
to help the contras wage war. . 


‘““FUNDING OF any kind for the contra army in 
Nicaragua will perpetuate the conflict rather than resolve 
it through diplomatic channels,’’ Network wrote in May 
as Congress pondered the issue. 


Meanwhile, the Witness for Peace escapade pointed out 
that even if Congress and the president have gone on 
vacation, the controversy over their Nicaragua policy has 
not. 


At a news conference, Witness for Peace — which 
denied an accusation from some quarters that it staged its 
own abduction to make the contras look bad — Aug. 14 
got support from Bishop Maurice Dingman of Des 
Moines, Iowa, Bishop Walter Sullivan of Richmond, 
Va., and Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of 
Detroit. :

Del 15-hasta el 18 de agosto, en la 
Universidad Catdlica de América, 
Washington, D.C., se reunieron 1,200 
delegados de 170 didcesis enclavadas en 
las 8 regiones de la pastoral hispana en los 
Estados Unidos, para dar culminacién a 
la primera etapa del III Encuentro Nacional 
Hispano.

Capsule Movie Reviews 


Follow That Bird 

In this first Sesame Street movie, a do-gooder type persuades Big Bird that he should be 
living with his own kind, the feathered kind, and she places him with the Dodo family in the 
distant Midwest. Pining for home, Big Bird heads East and immediately becomes the 
innocent object of a bird hunt. In the Sesame Street style, the movie maintains a gentle, 
whimsical spirit rather than going for the big laughs. As such it succeeds very well, though it 
will probably work best with younger children and least well with teen-agers. The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it A-I — general patronage. The Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is G — general audiences. 

Fright Night 

An interesting horror movie that attempts to evoke chills in a quite ordinary context. A high 
school boy discovers that his new neighbor is a vampire. The major problem here is an 
uncertain tone. The film’s not a spoof of horror movies by any means, but the relatively 
lighter earlier mood doesn’t fit well with the pull-out-all-the-stops gory special effects that 
dominate the last part. Because of its violence and its benign view of sex outside of marriage, 
it has been classified O — morally offensive — by the U.S. Catholic Conference. The Motion 
Picture Association of America rating is R — restricted.

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FCC asked to deny Murdoch Metromedia 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — A citizen 
watchdog group filed a petition with the 
Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) which asks that Rupert Murdoch 
not be permitted to buy Metromedia, the 
nation’s fourth largest TV network. 


Murdoch is a controversial Australian 
billionaire who has bought many 
newspapers in Australia, England and the 
United States as well as Australian TV 
stations and a European T'V satellite 
network. 


THE NATIONAL Coalition on 
Television Violence (NCTV) opposes 
Murdoch’s $2 billion purchase of the 
U.S. television network on the grounds 
that he has used sensationalized violence 
to sell newspapers in U.S. cities. NCTV 
said Murdoch is likely to do the same to 
television, programming the family- 
oriented Metromedia with violent 
entertainment. 


The coalition also opposes the sale on 
the grounds that Murdoch is Australian 
and U.S. law does not allow foreigners to 
own TV stations in this country. 


According to NCTV, three separate 
research studies show that Murdoch has 
used large amounts of sensationalized 
murder and rape material in U.S. 
newspapers. 


THE FIRST study, by the 
Northwestern University School of. 
Journalism in 1984, found Murdoch’s 
Chicago Sun-Times increased coverage of 
murder and rape stories by 33 percent 
after his purchase 


The second study, published in the 
Newspaper Research Journal last year, 
found the San Antonio News doubled its 
sensationalistic headlines and increased 
its sensationalistic news stories by 50 
percent soon after Murdoch acquired it. 


The third study, completed by NCTV, 
looked at changes Murdoch instituted in 
the New York Post. It compared the Post 
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after Murdoch’s takeover to the New York 
Daily News and the New York Times. 


THE STUDY showed the New. York - 


Times did not significantly change its 
news coverage. The New York Post, 
however, had an 145 percent increase in 
violence news coverage and an 11-fold 
increase of space devoted to individual 
murders and sensationalistic crime. The 
coverage devoted to violent accidents also 
increased considerably, while news space 
given to non-violent news decreased from 
70 percent to 15 percent. 


. The study found a similar, although 
milder deterioration in the New York 
Daily News with violent news increasing 
from 21 percent to 47 percent and 
sensationalistic crime coverage going 
from 2 percent to 11 percent after 
Murdoch came to town. Non-violent 
news coverage in the paper decreased 
from 75 percent to 38 percent. 


NCTV found more sensationalistic 
language in the Post, with the New York 
Times showing a virtual absence of such 
wording and the Daily News showing 
some deterioration. 


THE NATIONAL coalition has asked 
the FCC to deny Murdoch ownership of 
Metromedia on the grounds that he is 
likely to significantly increase the amount 
of television violence on Metromedia 
stations, contrary to the suggested policy 
of the U.S. Surgeon General, U.S. 
Department of Justice, U.S. Attorney 
General’s Task Force on Family Violence 
and the National Institute of Mental 
Health, all of which have found evidence 
that violent entertainment has a harmful 
effect on normal chidren and adults. 


Murdoch is applying for U.S. 
citizenship so he can buy the TV stations, 
but NCTY noted that he allegedly swore 
allegiance to Australia several years ago 
for similar financial reasons. 
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
